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“ARE YOU HEELED.” 


The Cowardly Manner in Which Long- 
street Murdered McClellan in 
Trackee Yesterday. 


A shooting aftray occurred at Truckee 
yesterday afternoon about 1 o'clock 
between H. G. McClellan and Ike 
Longstreet, both gamblers, which re- 
snited in the death of the former. Mc- 
Clellan went to Truckee from this 
place a few weeks ago in rather desti- 
tute circumstances. While there he 
gambled a little now and then and 
Friday night won fifty dollars. Nex: 
mvrning he went into Moody’s hotel 
to settle his board bill and repay some 
money which Mr. Moody had lent 
him. Longstreet came in and danne: 
McCllelan for $2.50 which he had 
borrowed. McClellan said he woul: 
pay after awhile. Longstreet did not 
appear satisfied and, picking up 4 
pistol which had fallen from the pocket 
of a drunken man, he struck McClel- 
lan with it several times over the head. 
Bystanders here interfered and sepa- 
rated them. Saturday night they met 
again in Hurd’s saloon, where angry 
words passed. Longstreet told Mc- 
Clellan that he had better fix himself, 
as he (Longstreet) was heeled. Yes. 
terday afternoon about 1 o’clock they 
met once more on the street near Wil- 
liam's saloon, when the following col- 
loguy ensued: 

McClellan—Are you as much of a 
fighter as you was yesterday ? 

Longstrect - I don’t know that Iam. 

M.—Well, are you heeled? Yon 
have abused me like a dog and [| 
want you to understand, you 
——, that I can whip you any kind of 
a fight. 

L.—Well, may be you can, Iam not 
heeled. 

M.—Well, you damned cur, if you 
don't wart to fight you can go about 
your bu-iness. 

With that, McClellan turned his 
back and sturted acrvss the street. 
Longstreet instan'ly pulled his pistol, 
aimed aud saying, “Yes, you s of 
ab , [ am fixed for you,” fired, the 
bal! taking effect in the back, just 
above the kidneys, and passing through 
the body. 

McClellan drew and turned around, 
when.a second shot from Longstreet 
struck him on the head and glanced 
off, causing a slight wounl. McCtel- 
lan, holding his pistol in both hands, 
firel a shot at Longstreet, which 
tovk effect, about seven inches above 
the right knee. McClellan now fell 
mortally wounded. He attempted to 
raise his pistol once more, but owing 
to loss of strengthit proved ineffectual 

After the shooting [ke exclaimed: 

“fam shot!” 

“So am [,” said McClellan. 

They were both carried to the same 
diug store for treatment. McCieilan 
died in half an hour, lying within four 
feet of the chair in which his murderer 
was sitting while haviug his wounids 
dressed, 

A large cruwd of people witnessed 
the shooting, and Lonystreet’s conduct 
is bitterly condemned. Many talked 
of lynching, but the officers have taken 
steps to guard ayainst such an event. 
McUlellan had made many. friends at 
Truckee and gained the reputation 
there of being a peaceable man. He 
was associated in bye-gone days with 
“slim Jim” in the three card monte 
industry. 

The inquest was held at 10 o’clock 
to-day. Ww. L. Ross will bring the 
body of McCiellan down to-night on 
No.7, and ship it to his brother who 
lives in Honey Lake valley.
